89-17, AS AMENDED, AMENDING THE TRAFFIC

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
have initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive 
Plan in order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the 
public of Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency 

conducted a public hearing on June 23, June 30, July 14 and July 
28, 1995, to review the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach | 
County Comprehensive Plan and made recommendations regarding the 
proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes;

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners,

Part III. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The Sections of the Ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

Part V, Effective Date 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever 
occurs earlier. No development orders, development permits, or 
land uses dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence 
before it has become effective. If a final order of noncompliance 
is issued by the Administration Commission, this amendment may 
nevertheless be made effective by adoption of a resolution 
affirming its effective status, a copy of which resolutions shall 
be sent to the Department of Community Affairs, Bureau of Local 


Planning, 2740 Centerview Drive, Tallahassee, Florida 32399-2100.

State Road 7 (SR-7) is an important existing facility and 
is projected to be a critical north/south travel corridor 
functioning as a reliever to Interstate 95 and Florida's 
Turnpike. The County should make the northerly extension 
of this facility a priority and begin a concentrated 
effort not only to protect the required right-of-way but 
to see that the facility is constructed. Before the 
currently proposed extension of SR 7 north of Okeechobee 
Boulevard can be constructed, protection of the wetlands 
and surrounding environment must be given special 
consideration and all necessary permits must be obtained 
from the appropriate agencies.
